What Is Not Known About Gout. 
At a meeting of the New York Acad- 


emy of Medicine recently a number of 
eminent physicians contributed to sci- 
ence some of their wide, profound und 
exhaustive ignorance on the subject cf 
gout. 
First one doctor said it waa not 


very prevalent in America. 
Another 


remarked a little later that it "existed 
in America to a largo extent." It used 
to be attributed to high living, but now 
we find that persons most temperate aud 
simple iu their eating and drinking are 
as apt to have it as anjbody. 


Next it was attributed to acid in the 


blood. 
Doctors have been going it tre- 


mendously o[ lato on tlie subject of acid 
iu the blood. Bnt now comes Dr. Wil- 
liam II Diaper, who inclines to tho 
idea that, after all, gout is a nervons 
disease. 
Its attacks are very similar to 


those of a purely uervout, disease unv- 
how. 
Tho popular idea is that gouty 


people must not eat meat. 
Bat Dr. 


Draper said he had had numerous cases 
where meat diet was the best. 
There 


was euly one point advanced by Dr. 
Bishop that some medical brother did 
not scum to dispute. 
It was that the 


drinking of beer nud ale and sour wine 
mado tho disoasu much worse. 
Agnta, 


for many years tho heavy drinking of 
certain mineral waters hns been popu- 
larly advocated by physicians as a rem- 
edy for both gout aud rhonmatism. 
Even this fond old sv;ierstition was ex- 
ploded at that doctors' meeting. 
Dr. 


Draper said the main thing was to drink 
p.euty of pnro water. It was jnst plain 
water, not mineral water, that did the 
good 


wonld be tongher to tramp back to tbo 
States. Nobody bnt t. greenhorn would 
give a thousand fur that hole in the 
ground as it stands. We've got to clone 
with him, that's all of it, and, for my 
part, I'm douo with mines and mining.

Asboslus in its original state is a 


fibro'ns miiioral indigenous to Canada 
and other places^nd is Bout over lero 
iu lumps like pieces of raw slate on the 
top and bottom, while the sides are -ov- 
ered with a fluffy substance—tbe fiber, 
when it is pulled from the bulk. 
You 


can pick each lump to pieces with yonr 
nails, although to look at it one would 
think that nothing less than a he avy 
bannnor would make any impression on 


Whan it reaches tho factory, it is put 


into crushers. Those are liko the ordi- 
nary mortar mixers that you soe where 
building operations are going on, aud 
the resulting gritty, fluffy mass is 
thrown into what is termed a "devil. " 


The devil tears it np with sharp 


prongs and then sifts tbe grit from the 
fluff. The former is used for ran ing 
with the asbestns ia other processes, 
while the latter is shot into a receptacle 
that reduces it to a consistency almost 
as fine as cotton wool. As it falls fiom 
this machine it looks for all the wwld 
like snow. 


In other departments the raw aabes- 


tus is crushed and then mixed with cer- 
tain earths to be used for covering 
the outer surfaces of steam boilers, as- 
bestus being a nonconductor of heat. 


Then, again, largo quantities of mill- 


board aro m ade for packing between f ire- 
proof doors and articles of that desoi ip- 
tion, whilo occasionally it goes to fcrm 
one of tbe main constituents in a fire- 
proof theater curtain.

Again, in the fourteenth 
amendment we find: "AH persons born 
or naturalized in the United States and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof are 
citizens of tho United States and of tho 
state wherein thcyrosida No state shall 
make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States." Accord- 
ing to tho fifteenth amendment, the 
right of citizens of tho United States to 
vote shall not be domed or abridged by 
the United States, or by any state, on 
account of race, color or previons condi- 
tion of servitude. It seems that if we 
are citizens, which wo are according to 
the fourtocnth amendment, the point is 
already gamed, not only la Indiana, 
but in all of the statos, aucl the next 
tbmg is to induce congress to enforce 
onr rights to veto aucl hold office by ap- 
propriate legislation, or prove to us we 
are not citizens. 


In all of onr colleges, academies and 


even common schools we find girls gain- 
ing higher per cents than boys of tho 
same age, so it seems that the road is 
being paved for tis to prove our equality 
if not superiority over man intellectual- 
ly. That we aro morally has never been 
B question. That has been awarded us 
through all time. Physical endurance is 
something of a stumbling block, but I 
think if tho ohanco is given we will 
stand tho strain of office seeking au<J 
holding as well as the sterner sex. 


If our right to citizenship is proved, 


there will (lawn a now era politically, 
socially and financially. 
As mothen 


aiul wives we would broaden our range 
of vision, sud with the intuition char- 
acteristic of woman grasp the situation 
nnil be rniwtcr of the field. I do not 
think we could ovar bo dispensed with, 
and inflve yeais men would boas strong 
advocates of ivoinan suffrage as the 
earnest, loyal, patriotic woui<m now en- 
gaged in this movement. The question 
would better be decided by the United 
States according to the constitution, 
thus gaining tho whole at once simply 
by decision OH tho question. "Is woman 
a' citizen?" It will bo snob a long time 
before the »nru of thn parts equal the 
whole if wo only acquire suffrage state 
l>y state. — Lizzie F. Atkinson in Chi-

CHICKEN COOPS. 


Look Oat Tor the Tannff Chicks th« Tlrnt 


T«n Dart. 


The proper housing for yottng chicks 


baa muiih to do with their future. A 
greater loss is sustained with the cbioka 
Tor the first week than at any other pe- 
riod, says Farm and Orchard. 
If they 


can be protected during the first ten 
days, the chances are greater for early 
maturing and healthy chicka There is 
everything in keeping the chicks warm 
and dry for tho first two weeks 
When 


batched, their temperature is 100 de- 
grees, and this should be limited as far 
as possi ble. 
When the hen and chicks 


aro allowed to run at largo in the early 
spring, the latter become chilled, and 
bad results follow. In the construction 
of tbo coop, dryness and warmth should 
ijc the first consideration, the roof to be 
water tight aud the floor of the coop 
raised from the ground. 


A dry and well drained place should 


bo selected for the coops, to avoid damp- 
ness ami chill. It is advisable to keep 
them under a hhcd, to protect them from 
the chiving rains of early spring. Chicks 
should be confined until the sun is well 
up and the chill of early morn is over. 
Keep everything clean and change the 
location of coops frequently. 
Never al- 


low filth to accumulate on the floor, an it 
breeds vermin and disease to the young- 
sters. 
Duet insect powder on the hen 


and brood and in the cracks and crevices 
to piovcmt lice. Perhaps it is a better 
plan in building coops to have tho runs 
attached. Thero are many advantages 
to such coops. By having the hens ancl 
chicks confined in them there is less li- 
ability of the chicks becoming chilled 
than where they aie on range The hen 
is in eLviy access, and when they become 
cold they can find warmth near by. In 
the runs the chicks are also frse from 
molestation of larger fowls, cats and 
hawkfl, and they have a chonco to grow 
more rapidly under these conditions.

Eggs can be produced at a very email 
cost compared with ntner articles sold 
off tho farm, and they are produced 
ovory tiny in fcbo year. 
It ts the daily 


returns of cash that givo the farmer 
such an advantage, for while he must 
wait two or thruo years for a steer to 
reach maturity there is no such delay 
with punltry, as during biich a period 
several tlor.ks will have been marketed 
as well us produced a supply of eggs. 
If it W'-ro noG for the quick returns 
from poultry, they would not bo retain- 
ed on ft.rms at all, hut as they keep tho 
egg basket full during winter and sum- 
mer they laigely assist in providing for 
immediate necessities —Exohanga

Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock 


the Circuit Court, through Judge 
King, rendered a decision in the in 
junction suit of Parmenter vs. The 
City of Lima, in which the plaintiff 
asked that the city be enjoined from 
publishing its ordinances in the TIMES- 
DEMOCRAT and 
Republican • Gazcttf.. 


Tbe court held that there was noth- 
ing In the claim of the plaintiff that 
the bid of tbe TIMES-DEMOCRAT and 
Republican-(jazcttc 
was collusive. If 


tbe price claimed bad been higher 
than the figure established by law, 
then the city could be enjoined under 
those circumstances, but upon the 
question as to whether it was fraudu- 
lent for two persons to 
bid fur 


a thing which one might bid for, It 
does not seem, it might be said, that 
the bid is either collusive or fraud- 
ulent. Either the TIMES-DEMOCRAT 
or Jiepublican-GazcUe could have put 
in the bid and signed It alone. The 
court held that It would have been a 
collusive bid had there been a con 
tract between them that only one 
should bid and tbe other should not. 


The court held that the law placed 


tbe matter In question solely to the 
discretion of the council and and to 
the offices who are authorized to 
make the publications. It is enough 
to say, Judge King said, the bid of 
the newspapers complained of does 
not exceed the price named in the 
statute, so this bin is not illegal 
The city advertised for and received 
and the council was nut bound to 
enter into a contract with any of tbe 
bidders. It could if it desired. It 
would be vcry.dilllcult to enforce a 
statute requiring the council to ad- 
vertise for printing whenever it be- 
came necessary to print a resolution 
or ordinance. 


It may be a matter of some concern 


that the council has entered into a 
contract to pay 75 cents a square 
when they can just as well be pub- 
lished for 25 cents, but the court 
could not see that a remedy could be 
in a court of equity; and the court 
was satisfied from a careful investi- 
gation, and all the laws that have 
been cited to us, that the plaintiff In 
this case was not entitled to the In- 
junction as he prayed for. Such an 
injunction would be futile, for the 
verv reason that we cannot >say that 
the council must not publish its 
ordinances; and that is what he asks 
to have done, here; that it must not 
publish them at all or pay for those 
that have been published, but must 
enjolne them from publishing them 
In these two papers; and according to 
his petition, these two papers and his 
own are all there are here. 


The equities of the case do not, in 


our judgment, authorize the making 
of any such iajuctlon and therefore 
it is refused at the cost cJ the plain- 
tsff.
